“A Message To Garcia” 


ome years ago the late Elbert Hubbatd wrote what he himself termed 
“a littrary trifle,” entitled “A Message to Garcia.” Did you ever read it? 
If not, get a copy and do s0; it will repay you. Hubbard wrote it in an 
hour one evening after supper. Of this “literary trifle’ he himself said: 
“The thing leaped hot from my heart, written after a trying day, when I 
had been endeavoring to train some rather delinquent villagers to abjure 
the comatose state and get radioactive.” In the course of a few years “A 
Message to Garcia” was translated into every known language and over 
forty million copies had been printed. And its sale still continues, 

The story itself is brief; it is the wonderful lesson it conveys that 
counts. When war broke out between the United States and Spain over 
Cuba, it was very necessary for the United States Government to communi- 
cate quickly with the leader of the Cuban Insurgents. General Garcia was 
somewhere in the mountain fastnesses of Cuba—no one knew where. No 
The President must secure

mail or telegraph message could reach him. 
his co-operation, and quickly. But how? 

Someone said to the President, “There is a fellow by the name of Row- 
an will find Garcia for you, if anybody can.” Rowan was sent for and giv- 
ena letter to be delivered to Garcia. The “fellow by the name of Rowan” 
took the letter, sealed it up in an oilskin pouch, strapped it over his heart, 
in four days landed by night off the coast of Cuba from an open boat, dis- 
appeared into the jungle, and in three weeks came out on the other side of 
the Island, having traversed a hostile country on foot, and delivered his 
letter to Garcia. 

Now the point of this story_is not the bravery of the man in thus risking 
his life, for thousands of men would unqtiestioning run equal or greater 
risks; the point is that Rowan took the letter and did not stop to ask a 
multitude of questions, such as, “Who is Garcia?” “Where is he to be 
found?” “What does he look like?” “What do youewant him for?” “Is 
there any particular hurry?” No, Rowan took the letter and started, know- 
ing that all that was required of him was to deliver it. He had one clear- 
cut job to do, and he proceeded to do it. 

How many of the countless millions of men and women who are 
employed in shops, factories, stores and offices today, yes, and on the farms, 
are possessed of Rowan’s characteristics? How many display the same 
loyalty to a trust, act promptly and without questioning, concentrate their 
energies on the task before them; in a word, do the thing—“Carry a message 
to Garcia?” The regrettable fact is that not one in ten do so, Yet it 
does not call for any special training, or ability, but merely the exercise of 
will and a determination to do and win. 

As Elbert Hubbard pointed out in his little booklet, General Garcia is 
dead now, but there are other Garcias to whom messages have to be de- 
livered daily. No man who has endeavored to carry out an_ enterprise 
where many hands weresnceded, no man directing.a large business, but has 
been well-nigh appalled at times by the imbecility of the average man—the 
inability or unwillingness to concentrate on a thing and do it, Slipshod 
assistance, foolish inattention, dowdy indifference and half-hearted work 
seem the rule; and no man succeeds, unless by hook or crook or threat he 

‘forces or bribes other men to assist)him; or mayhap, God in His goodness 
performs a miracle, and sends him an Angel of Light for an assistant. 

Today the average employee is more concerned about working as few 
hours as he possibly can manage to get away with and still hold his job. 
His ambition seems to be, not to excel in his work, but to collect from his 
employer as large a wage as possible in return for which he gives as little 
2s possible. If employers grant an 8-Hour day, the employees of this day 
and generation immediately organize and combine*to compel them to con- 
cede a 7-hour day, but they still want an 8-hour day wage. They insist 
upon the observance of all holidays, but demand to be paid just the same. 
If asked in an emergency to do a piece of work which ordinarily does not 
fall within their duties, they object, claiming they were not hired for that 
purpose. Fellows “by the name of Rowan” seem to be mighty scarce 
these days, and the lack of dnitiative displayed by the average employee is 
simply appalling, coupled with an absolute unwillingness to make his em- 
ployer’s interests his own, 

This incapacity for independent action, this moral stupidity, this infirm- 
ity of the will, this willingness to cheerfully catch hold and lift—these are 
the things that put pure Socialism so far into the future and make thought- 
ful men and women reluctant to advance certain movements which might 
be mighty for the benefit of all. If men will not act for themselves, what 
will they do when the benefit of their effort is for all? 

It is the men of the Rowan type who are getting on in the world, while 
these others remain the willing slaves of the “walking bosses” of the Labor 
Unions. In self-protection the employer is forced to constantly resort to 
a weeding-out process, and no matter how good times may be, the incap- 
ables and ne’er-do-wells are out of work, having been replaced by others; 
and when times are hard the sorting-out Procgss is done finer—but out and 
forever out the incompetent and unworthy go. 

But there is always an opening, steady employment and a bright future 
for men and women who can be trusted to “Carry a message to Garcia” 
whenever they are called upon to do so.

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Sauces For Food 


BY LORETTO C. LYNCH 


An Acknowledged Expert in All 
Matters Pertaining to House- 
hold Management. 


If you have the very best and choic- 
est of foods, you may not need to 
know much about sauces, but sauce is 
the making of less expensive cuts of 


meat and other’ foods, and _ people 
frequently prefer cuts of beef with its 
delicious brown sauce to the more 
expensive sauceless porterhouse, 

If the general proportions of the 
basic sauce is committed to mem- 
ory, One may gain a decided reputa- 
tion as a maker of sauces by adding 
one’s own individual touch. All 
measurements are to be taken level 
and a standard half-pint cup is to be 
used. 

Basic Recipe For Sauce. 

Two tablespoons of fat—2 
spoons of flour; 1 cup liquid. 

The fat may be butter or any of 
the vegetable fats or the dripping of 
meat and so on, The liquid may be 
either stock (water in which meat or 
fish or vegetable was cooked), or 
strained tomato or milk or water. If 
salt is to be used, generally one-fourth 
teaspoon is sufficient for one cup of 
liquid, 

There are several ways of putting 
the ingredients for a sauce together. 
The fat may be melted slowly in a 
pan and the flour added and cooked 
until the mixture is frothy through- 
out. The cold liquid is then added 
and stirred constantly and vigorously 
until the mixture is smooth, thick and 
boiling. 

Sauce may also be made in a 
double boiler, This is especially de- 
sirable when time is no object and 
when milk, which scorches easily, is 
used as the liquid. In this case the 
fat is usually butter. It is beaten to 
a cream and the flour is then beaten 
into it. The milk is added and the 
sauce is stirred over hot water until 
thick and smooth, 


Drawn Butter. 


Melt two tablespoons of fat in a 
pan and add to it two tablespoons of 
flour and one-fourth of a teaspoon 
each of salt and pepper. Cook un- 
til frothy and add one cup of cold 
water. Cook, stirring until thick. 
Then gradually add about two table- 
spoons of butter, bit by bit, until it 
is absorbed, If the sauce is ‘at all 
lumpy, strain it, 


Caper Sauce. 

Make a cup of drawn butter, using 
the broth from boiled lamb or mutton 
for the liquid. When ready to serve 
add two tablespoons of capers drain- 
ed from the liquid in the bottle.

Cabin Boy 


Sir Joynton Smith Returns to Eng- 
land After Fifty Years’ Absence, 


Fifty years ago a young London 
boy, a true Cockney, set out for Aus- 
tralia as cabin boy in the P. and O. 
liner “Old Pekin” to seek fame and 
fortune in a new land, , 

That same Cockney boy, now Sir 
Joynton Smith, has just returned to 
London. He was a de luxe saloon 
pascenger in a liner owned by the 
dae: ay he served as cabin boy, and 
. in London proceeded to a 
suite of rooms reserved for him at the 
Savoy Hotel. 

“His stories of London of fifty 
years ago, told to a Daily Mail re- 
porter, with his impressions of Lon- 
don of today, are as fascinating as the 
romance of his own successful and 
prosperous career, 

“Since his cabin boy days Sir Joyn- 
ton Smith lias become: 

“Controller of a large number of 
hotels in New South Wales, 

“Owner of a newspaper in Sydney. 

“Owner of a racecourse in Sydney. 

“Owner of an electric lighting plant 
which provides the lighting for the 
Blue Mountain townships. 


“Mayor of Sydney (during the 
war), 
“A member of the New South 


Wales Legislative Council. 

“And the ambition of his family 
was to make him a successful iron- 
monger! 

“It is great to be back,’ he said. ‘I 
have always claimed that England is 
the place for dreams and Australia 
the land where dreams come true. As 
a youth I always wanted to expand 


“and I found no room for expansion 


in the home country. But after all 
the years it is good indeed to be back 
again. I found the place in Bishops- 
gate where my old home stood, 

“‘From Hackney Road I used to 
walk to work, first as a boy at Water- 
low’s, the printers, and later at Meads, 
of Cheapside. Work was from 8 an. 
to 8 p.m., and my salary was 2s. 6d. 
a week. If you were a minute later 
in the morning you were locked out 
for a time and a proportionate amount 
of money docked from your ‘salary.’ 

“But my father in his young days 
worked even harder. He was a 
brass founder and his hours. were 
from 6 a.m. to 8 p.m., and he had to 
walk about five miles to his work. 

“T found much room for remini- 
scence in Victoria Park, Hackney. It 
was here I had a boyish adventure 
which, I regret to say, led to a con- 
viction against me at Bow Street. By 
thre way, I must go and have a look at 
Bow Street. 

“Within 20 minutes’ walk of the 
G.P.O. in Sydney you will find a race- 
course called Victoria Park, which be- 
longs to me and which I named after 
the park of my youthful adventures. 

“As a boy [ well remember the 
crowds which wait to see the hang- 
ings at Newgate. Passing down 
Cheapside one night at 8 
when we got within sight of the gal- 
lows, there was a crowd of 5,000 peo- 
ple waiting for a hanging on the fol- 
lowiftg morning. This beats all thea- 
tre qucues 


were running about shouting, ‘Last 
dying words and confession—one 
penny.’ 


“The principal change, apart from 
thg loss of picturesque figures, I have 
so far noted in London is the traffic. 
The control is wonderful, though af- 
ter Sydney the traffic is slow, due, I 
suppose, to the immense mass of it. 

“But I still have many voyages of 
distovery to make. ‘Tomorrow | am 
cies Za Tube for the first time. I 
hea. ’,ey are an improyement on the 
old Underground Railway, which used 
to half choke one 
fumes.’ 

“In regard to English women, Sir 
Joynton said, ‘In London in my boy- 
hood it was an age of tea and vapors, 
Now, I hear tea, cocktails, and nerves 
are the rule. But,’ he added gallant- 
ly, ‘Englishwomen are as beautiful as 
ever, with complexions which can be 
matched only in my native city,’ 

“At the age of 65, broad-shouldered 
with a keen eye and a wide outlook 
on life, Sir Joynton Smith possesses 
still a delightful Cockney humor and 
a store of Cockney plirases. He has 
brought with him to London a spar-

A hundred feet above it the 
woods wers green enough, and forest 
flowers thrived in fragrant profusion, 
but no wifid-wafted seeds could take 
root in the dry sand and clay of the 
monstrous grave; they withered and 
died for want of sustenance, and be- 
cause of the charm of the wooded 
glades above, the excavation looked 
all the more incongruous and unsight- 
ly.

Man-Power Flying Machines 
Latest in Aeronautics Marvel. 

Man-power flying machines, which 
can be stored in the back stairs- cup- 
board, and used by the owner to skip 
over the house tops into the next 
street, are a possibility of the next 
few years, according to mechanical 
experts closely in touch with aviation 
development. 

The report published of Gabriel 
Poulain, a Frenchman flying at Long- 
champ racecourse on his self-propell- 
ed bicycle aeroplane, indicates what 
is being done across the Channel, and 
even more important experiments in 
the art of human flying are being car 
ried out in England. 

British inventors believe that suc- 
cess will come cither with ‘“flappers,” 
actual wings manipulated by the 
arms, or by Helicopter screws, attach- 
ed above the shoulders of the flier and 
turned through a geared shaft by the 
hands or feet. Actual tests of these 
machines have been made at Roches- 
ter, Kent, and near Luton. One man 
claims to have lifted himself with arm 
wings. 

“There is no doubt that in the future 
we shall be able to slide off the top of 
a house and fly by our own efforts,” 
said Mr, C. G. Grey, editor of the 
“Aeroplane,” to a Daily Express rep- 
resentative a few days ago. “How 
soon that will come, depends on im- 
provement of wing design. ‘Given an 
efficient machine, there is no reason 
why a man should not be able to fly 
by human power until he gets tired. 

“The Frenchman Poulain does not 
really fly. He races along on his 
winged bicycle until he has attained 
his greatest possible speed and then 
jumps.”

Straining a Good Law 


Contract Labor Law In U.S. Not 
Consistently Enforced. 


A Canadian library expert was re- 
cently deported from the United 
States as a “contract laborer.” The 
young lady, while still in Canada, ac- 
cepted a position offered her by the 
New York Public Library, went from 
Canada to New York, and was in the 
service of the library when she was 
brought before the immigration au- 
thorities and deported, The case 
has created a great deal of comment 
on both sides of the line, although it 
is by no means unique. <A_ great 
many years ago, when the contract 
labor law of the United States was 
still comparatively young, an attempt 
was made under it to deport the Rev. 
D, Parker Morgan, an eminent British 
clergyman who had been invited to 
New York to accept the pulpit of the 
Church of the Heavenly Rest, at that 
time one of the fashionable places 
of worship in the city. Sufficient 
pressure was brought upon the au- 
thorities to cause them to overlook 
the “contract labor” feature of the in- 
vitation, Whether it was shown that 
the incumbent of a fashionable pul- 
pit is not a laborer does not appear in 
the records. Other cases might be 
mentioned involving what strikes the 
man in the street as equally freakish 


applications of alaw enforced for a 
very laudable purpose.

Novel Things Found 
In Babylonian City 


Indications Show High Civilization 
Attained By Early Dwellers, 


Many valuable and interesting dis- 
coveries have been made by Dr. Hall, 
of the British Muscum, as a result of 
his excavations in the neighborhood 
of Abraham’s birthplace. 

Dr. Hall’s researches have led to 
the conclusion that the Babylonian 
city of Ur, from which the patriarch 
Abraham set forth on his wander- 
ings to the promised land, existed 
long before King Urengur repaired it 
2,500 years before the Christian era. 

The excavations revealed a number 
of copper iron heads, probably intend- 
ed to be supporters of athrone. Eyes 
made of shell, and jasper teeth and 
tongue, all fastened on with copper 
wire, were also found, ‘These heads 
were of cast copper. 

To cast copper is an exceedingly 
difficult operation, and the accom- 


plishment of it is an indication of 
the high point of civilization attain- 
ed by these early dwellers of Lower 
Babylonia. 

As the heads were hollow, they 
were filled with bitumen and clay 
to make them more durable. This 
fact explains most probably the en- 
igma of the image mentioned in Dan- 
iel, which was a mixture of metal and 
clay. ; 

Two wonderful columns were dis- 
covered, The trunk of these was 
wood, which perished long ago. They 
were covered with diamond-shaped 
scales fastened with copper wire. 
These scales were red, black and 
white. Nothing like these columns 
has ever been seen before. It is an

Minnesota 4nd Wisconsin Banks Buy] Children of Wealthy Parents Not As 


Well Nourished As The Poor, 


In these days of the year when at- 
tention is specially directed to the 
health of children during the trying 
time of summer heat it is of some 
interest to note that in the United 
States it is being found that the great- 
est percentage of delicate children are 
in wealthy homes. A report made 
this week on a child-welfare survey of 
Chicago revealed that in the matter 
of weight, one of the indications of 
subnormal physical condition fifty per 
cent. of the children in the fashio 
able North Side were deficient, whe 
below the stockyards only eighteen 
per cent. were underweight. In the 
tenement district of the northern part 
of the city only one child in six was 
below normal. 

These findings bear out the repre- 
sentation made to the American Medi- 
cal Association recently by special- 
ists in children’s diseases. The testi- 
mony of these specialists was to the 
effect that there was about twice the 
extent of malnutrition among chil- 
dren of the rich than there is among 
the poor. The blame té a consider- 
able extent was placed ori bottle-feed- 
ing in infancy, and too mich rich food 
later. If the conditions reported are 
common, the poor child in a great 
many cases is vastly better off than 
the rich one, for health is not to be 
valued in money.—Ottawa Journal.

The strength of the orang-outang, 
or “wild man,” as the name means in 
Malay, is largely in his arms, The 
arms of a mias measure ten feet or 
more from tip to tip. The mias type, 
which is next in size to the gorilla, is 
somewhat larger than the ordinary 
breed. It is distinguished by a dark- 
er color and by folds of skin at each 
side of the face. Its body, from 
shoulders to hips, is about the size of 
a man’s. It has short, undeveloped 
legs, long fingers and thumbs that are 
mere stubs. An orang-outang never 
travels on the ground when he can 
swing from tree to tree, and, since 
there are very few open spaces in the 
jungle, he seldom reaches the ground 
only when he goes down to get some- 
thing. He can swing incredible dis- 
tances, hurtling through the air and 
catching branches with perfect ac- 
curacy.
